OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack AM/FM Stereo Wrap Around Headset Radio is 
perfect for anyone on the go! You can wear the radio without mess- 
ing up your hair. Extended Bass deiivers added iow-frequency 
punch. 

THE FCC WANTS YOU TO KNOW 

Your radio might cause TV or radio interference even when it is op- 
erating properly. To determine whether your radio is causing the in- 
terference, turn off your radio, if the interference goes away, your 
radio is causing it. Try to eiiminate the interference by: 

• moving your radio away from the receiver 

• contacting your iocai RadioShack store for heip 

If you cannot eliminate the interference, the FCC requires that you 
stop using your radio. 

This device complies with Part 15 of the FCC Rules. Operation is 
subject to the condition that this device does not cause harmful inter- 
ference. 

INSTALLING A BATTERY 

Your headset radio requires one AAA battery (not supplied) for pow- 
er. For the best performance and longest life, we recommend 
a RadioShack alkaline battery. 

Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

1. Lift the battery compartment cover located in the middle of the 
headset. 

2. Insert one AAA battery in the compartment, according to the 
polarity marks (-r and -) inside. 

3. Close the cover. 

When the sound becomes weak or distorted or the headset radio 
stops operating properly, replace the battery. 

Warning: Dispose of the old battery promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury it. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the radio with a battery for a 
month or longer, remove the battery. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 


USING THE HEADSET RADIO 



Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when you use the 
headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a comfortable 
level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, your 
ears adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that does not 
cause discomfort might still damage your hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones while operating a motor vehicle or riding a 
bicycle. This can create a traffic hazard and could be illegal in some 
area. 

Even though some headphones let you hear some outside sounds 
when listening at normal levels, they still can present a traffic haz- 
ard. 


WEARING THE HEADSET 

For the best fit, position the headset so the foam pads beneath the 
ear clips rest on your ears. Adjust the headset's angle for comfort 
and performance. 
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CHANGING THE TRANSPARENT COVERS

You can change the transparent covers en the earpieces with the 
blue ones (supplied). 

Lift the legs of the orange covers and remeve the cevers from each 
earpiece. Then align and snap the blue cover ento each earpiece. 


CARE 


Keep the headset dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the headset only in normal temperature environments. Handle 
the headset radio carefully; do not drop it. Keep the headset radio 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally 
to keep it leoking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the headset radio's internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty and void 
your FCC authorization to operate it. If your headset radio is not per- 
forming as it should, take it te your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.
